Daniel Grinnan Sr., born Accomack County, Va., 1739 removed 


to Culpeper County and lived on a handsome estate lying on 


Cedar Run, adjacent to what is now known as Mitchell's Sta- 
tion on the Virginia Midlend R. R. He served in the Revolu- 
tionary War under General Edward Stevens, in a Virginia Bri- 
gade and was at the battle of Guilford Court House. His 
eldest son,John Grinnan, was in the Quarter Master's Depart- 
ment of the same Brigade and was very active in operations 
against the Tories of North Carolina. He was captured at 
Guilford Court House 1781. While standing with his hands 
tied at his back, a British Officer ordered him to hold his 
horse from which ne had just dismounted, Grinnan replied, 
"Unbind my hands and I will".
